JEFFERSON CITY, July 12.— Sedalia has won her fight 
, for the Lakes-to-Gulf Highway as a primary road, the State 
Highway Commission having conceded her contention. From 
. Marshall to Springfield the route of this road will be state 
primary and the remaining distance at both ends to the 
Iowa and Arkansas state lines will be federal primary. 
It is 
universally conceded here that the aggressive campaign or­ 
iginated and conducted by Sedalia is responsible for this 
victory. 
Sedalia also pets one of the federal primary roads, the 
Capital highway, from St. Louis, via. Jefferson City, Sedalia 
and Warrensburg, to Kansas City, having been designated. 
The St. Louis-Kansas City primary, as announced is an 
air-line from St. Charles to Boonville (crossing the Missouri 
river at the latter point), then an air-line to Kansas City. 
Other lines of state primary roads are : St. Joseph to Han­ 
nibal; St. Louis via, Rolla and Springfield to a point a few 
miles north of Carthage on the line of the Jefferson High­ 
way; from Moberly south through Columbia and Jefferson 
City to Rolla; from Hannibal to St. Louis via. St. Charles; 
from St. Louis to Caruthersville; from the Arkansas state line 
through Joplin, Carthage, Kansas City and St. Joseph to 
Maryville.

The marshal in charge on arriv­ 
ing in the city conferred with May­ 
or F. F. Hatton, and Sheriff W. H. 
Fewell, as well as railroad officials, 
and told them of their purpose in 
Sedalia. ? 
Peaceful Picketing. 
When questioned as to the cessa­ 
tion of pickeing, which has been 
done since the beginning of the 
strike, one of the members of the 
executive 
committee 
stated 
this 
morning 
that 
peaceful 
picketing 
would continue, w*hile another mem­ 
ber of the craftsmen’s organization 
stated that there would be no pick­ 
eting, but that the men were priv­ 
ileged to remain on the public thor­ 
oughfares, so long as they did not 
trespass, and remained quiet citi­ 
zens. 
Judge H. B. Shain, who has been 
campaigning through the state, hav­ 
ing read in a city publication of al­ 
leged riots occurring here issued a 
statement concerning the condition 
in which he found matters in the 
city, stating that there were no dis­ 
turbances whatsoever, and that the 
shopmen were living up to their 
usual high standard of citizenship.

Army transports in which many of 
them went across eager for the con­ 
flict have carried back the last of the 
45,000 A. E. F. dead, those relatives 
had requested to be returned to this 
country for permanent burial. 
The 
graves 
registration 
service of the 
army, whiqh had the work of return­ 
ing these bodies In charge, did an al­ 
most 
superhuman 
task. 
But 
this 
sendee could not give the comradely 
human touch to the handling of these 
bodies after they reached the United 
States that seemed due them. 
No organization was so well suited 
to perform the last rights of honor 
and respect for these soldier dead as 
was the American Legion. The men of 
the Legion took upon themselves thg 
obligation. Forty ship loads of bodies 
came to eastern ports during a period 
of two and a half years. It was not 
always possible to have an elaborate 
service, because the arrivals were too 
frequent, but in every instance there 
was at least a prayer by a chaplain 
of the Protestant, Catholic or Jewish 
faith, an address by a prominent citi­ 
zen or army officer and a rifle salute. 
A number of times, however, the 
services were noteworthy. President 
Harding 
delivered 
an 
address 
at 
services arranged by the Legion, May 
23, 1921, when the Princess Matoika 
arrived 
with 
451 
bodies. 
General 
Pershing and Senator Lodge spoke 
when the Somme and the Wheaton ar­ 
rived, July IO, 1921, with 7,000 dead. 
The last cargo of bodies arrived In 
Brooklyn, in April, 1922, on the Cam- 
brai. On that occasion, the body of 
Private Charles W. Graves, Company 
M, One-hundred and ^Seventeenth in­ 
fantry, Thirteenth division, was borne 
Uh a caisson through the streets, lined 
with silent throngs, to the army base, 
whe**e simple ceremonies marked the 
close of the last public demonstratiou 
for America’s returned dead.

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SOME CHARGES 
FOR WOMEN IN 
STATE’S PRISON 


League of Women Voters 
Made Recommendation 
After Inspection. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 12.—Five 
of the fourteen recommendations for 
changes in the women’s departm ent 
of the state penitentiary, made to the 
governor by a committee appointed 
by the League of Women Voters fol­ 
lowing their inspection of the wo­ 
men’s department 
of the 
peniten­ 
tiary, are to be the basis of changes 
in the method caring for the women. 
In a report to Governor Arthur M. 
Hyde, replying to the recommenda­ 
tions of the League of Women Vot­ 
ers 
committee, 
A. 
T. HolienbecK, 
chairman of the department of penal 
institutions, said the department had 
carefully considered the report and 
that it was “a fairly accurate pre­ 
sentation of conditions in the female 
department.*’ 
That department, he 
adc'ed “has not shown as great im­ 
provement since, the change of ad­ 
ministration as have the other de­ 
partm ents of the institution.” 
The board members, together with 
W arden Sam Hill of the penitentiary 
are endeavoring to improve condi­ 
tions as fast as funds are available, 
Hollenbeck said. 
Taking up each 
of 
the fourteen 
recommendations 
of 
the 
women’s 
committee in detail, Director Hollen­ 
beck’s report for the board stated: 
1. 
The board recognizes the fact 
that the present building is not an 
.ideal one and will, probably, in its 
regular report to you, recommend to 
the legislature that a modern Institu­ 
tion be provided, probably isolated 
from the penitentiary. A study is be­ 
ing made of the laws and of the in­ 
stitutions of other states to this end. 
2. 
It is impossible to secure the 
services, for the meager sum now al­ 
lowed, of a matron who has been spe­ 
cially educated and specially trained 
in the places where adequate salaries 
are paid. 
3. 
The board has authorized the 
matron to employ another assistant 
matron for night duty. 
4. 
In view of the comparatively 
small number of 
women 
now in­ 
carcerated, we do not think it neces­ 
sary to employ a trained nurse. The 
present force can care for such few 
as are ill in ordinary times and train­ 


ed nurses are employed temporarily 
whenever their services are deemed 
necessary by the physician. 
5. A night school will be establish­ 
ed as soon as an extra assistant mat­ 
ron is secured. 
6. 
Inmates, as they are received, 
are given a thorough physical exam­ 
ination, including 
blood 
tests and 
| vaccination; and the regular prison 
j physician visits daily and 
oftener 
when needed. 
7. 
The “task system ” is one on 
which prison officials differ greatly. 
An exhaustive study is now being 
made and 
when completed, such 
changes as are deemed desirable will 
be put into effect. 
8. 
The women prisoners are not 
required to make as great a task as 
I is done in similar institutions on the 
! outside, many of them only working 
a few hours and no one being requir­ 
ed to perform a greater task than 
she is able to comfortably and rea­ 
sonably do. 
9. 
The prisoners are being paid 
for their labor in accordance with 
the interpretation of the law made 
by the attorney general s office, and 
the board expects to recommend to 
the next legislature that the law be 
so changed and simplified as to leave 
no doubt of its actual meaning and in­ 
tent. 
10. 
The records kept in the female 
departm ent and In the main office of 
the penitentiary are not as complete 
and comprehensive *as they should 
be. 
11. All prisoners, both federal and 
state, who are paroled from this in­ 
stitution are sent to some respectable 
persons who act as their sponsors, 
or advisors. 
A majority of those 
who serve their terms go to their 
homes, or to friends, cmd the cloth­ 
ing, personal articles and money sup­ 
plied them is sufficient for them. In 
a few instances it is probable that 
the equipment may be inadequate. 
12. About 
one-third 
of 
the in­ 
mates have their own springs and 
made m attresses and pillows sent in 
by friends, or purchased by them­ 
selves. 
The straw m attresses sup­ 
plied by the state are washed and re­ 
filled at frequent intervals and are 
fairly comfortable and quite sanitary. 
Miss Smith, the matron, has recom­ 
mended that all 
be 
supplied with 
feather pillowy. 
13. 
The conditions at the laundry 
are admittedly bad, but fans have 
been installed and 
other 
improve­ 
ments are contemplated at an early 
date. 
14. The so-called “blind cells” are 
seldom used and are deemed a nec­ 
essity by practically all corrective 
institutions. 
When it is remember­ 
ed that many of the inmates are har­ 
dened criminals and frequently re­ 
fust to obey the rules and occasion­ 
ally make 
murderous 
assaults on 


other inmates 
or 
officials, 
some 
method of isolation and punishment 
is absolutely necessary. 
Offenders 
are usually put In a dark cell over 
night. Only occasionally Is a longer 
period required and this is not long 
enough to endanger the prisoner’s 
health. 
. 
“Whenever any 
other successful 
method of handling obstreperous and 
sometimes 
violent 
prisoners 
has 
proven effective, the board will be 
very glad to discontinue the present 
methods,” the statem ent adds in clos­ 
ing.

yields 
of the 
staple 
grain crops of the 
state 
over last 
year. 
The com acreage is 182,880 
acres less than the planting last year 
and indicates a yield of 159,654,240 
bushels against a yield last year of 
182,880,000. 
♦ 
The number of acres 
of 
wheat 
planted for this year’s crop was 182,- 
880 short of the crop of 1921. 
The 
total yield is placed at 40,699,999 bu­ 
shels. 
A great deal of wheat 
has 
been threshed and there 
is 
little 
room now left for guesswork as to 
the total yield. 
Save in a few parts 
of the state, dry weather and chinch 
bugs damaged the 
crop 
and the 
yield is disappointing. 
The departm ent places the yield 
of oats at half a crop or 21,915,000 
bushels. 
Fruit is much better than within 
recent years. 
Truck gardens 
were 
j badly damaged by dry weather dur- 
iing June. 
The joint official report of the two 
departm ents follows: 
Missouri farmers are

for corn. Oats sowm in February are 
good. The rains of the latter part of
